The prior art of record does not teach the claimed invention including: adjacent 
first and second extending portions on the side surface of the ferrite facing each other 
with a dielectric part disposed therebetween forming a capacitor (Claim 1 ), or a first 
terminal portion which extends from one end of the corresponding first extended portion 
and which is disposed on the bottom surface of the ferrite and a second terminal portion 
which extends from one end of the corresponding second extended portion and which is 
disposed on the bottom surface of the ferrite (Claim 9).
